One of the worst accidents on the 


Ohio Electric railway lor some time 
was the head-on colhsion. which oc-| 
cuired Tuesday night at Holbein's 
siding, 18 miles east of Newark, in 
which both cars weie wrecked and a 
number of passengers oadly shaken 
up, several sustaining 
slight injur- 


ies, among them being 
Conductor 


Fred Heller of this city. For a time 
acording to the story of a passeiimr 
who was on board one of the cars, 
the greatest excitement ensued and 
it was leported that seveial persons 
had been badly injured. 


An Advocate reporter saw Super- 


intendent F. G. Clunib of this 
city, 


and from him obtained the follow- 
ing story of the accident: 


"Car No. 166, in charge of Motor- 


man William Bellinger and Conduc- 
tor Heller left Newark Tuesday ev- 
ening at 8:05 o'clock, while car No. 
1SS, 
in charge of Motorman 
Fied 


Fowler and Conductor Cabeen left 
Zanesville at 8:50 o'clock, running 
as second section of local tiain leav- 
ing Zanosville at S:40 o'clock p. m. 
The cars, which weie running at a 
good late of speed, met head-on at 
a curve-just-*ast of Holbein's sid- 
ing, seven miles west of Zanesville, 
at 9:05

CARE OF STRAWBERRY BEDS 


BT AN OLD AGRICULTURIST. 
OUR strawberry crop tyr 1911 ha* come 


and gone. It may come again In 1912 


provided we now turn in and do our duty. 
Th« strawberry has many enemies—front, 
drought. Insects, blights and the owner's neg- 
lect. 
The latter la worse than all the 


other*. Our work now on both old and new 
beds makes or destroys all the prospects for 
the next crop. 
The quicker we get busy 


the better 'he prospects. 


When I was teaching a rural school, after 


each recitation the results of that recita- 
tion would build vivid pictures on my mind. 
Bo with any crop. While the mind Is view- 
Ing the pictures of success or failure and 
reason Is Investigating the why. It is a good 
time to make an effort to repeat the success 
and guard against the repetition of the fail- 
ure.Weeds will grow If not destroyed: the soil 
must be fed and new humus n.lxed In as It 
la loosened up; the stoleus want room and 
fresh ground to run on. We must get busy. 
The question Is how? The answer de- 


pends on how you grow strawberries. Pro- 
fessional strawberry men need no advice or 
hints to get to work. It Is Just us home- 
bodies that neglect the beds. We need to be 
pushed and I can do my part In no better 
way than to tell what I have done and what 
I propose to do, 
L My beds are one, two and three years 


old, with a new one started this spring. 


2. The three-) ear-old bed has already 


been torn up, heavily manured, treated to 
sulphur .*nd salt and is now planted to po- 
tatoes and early sweetcorn. 
The soil will 


be cultivated often even if a weed does not 
appear and treated at least twice to a top 
dressing of dry road dust and dried hen or 
sheep manure—equal paits 
This fall It will 


be treated to a good coating of wood ashes, 
already hauled, and given a (rood harrowing 
or raking to mix in the ashes and level the 
surface. 
Next spring new vines will be 


planted, flrrt two rows one foot apart the 
length of the ground, second a vacant strip 
two and one-half feet wide left for a path, 
then the two rows again. The vines in the 
two rows will be two feet apatt In each row, 
but so planted that the plant of one row 
will be opposite the vacant spot in the other 
row. 


Why are the ashes left until fall before 


being applied' Because they would Injure 
the manure If applied with It 
It is best to 


apply ashes the next year after usinp ma- 
nure. Why raked In? Because ashes should 
be mixed with the soil near the surface—so 
my experience teaches. 


3 
The two-year-old bed has become too 


weedy in the 
atted rows. Several of the 


vines have been paying more attention to 
stolons than *o betries. So even the paths 
are both weedy and partly planted to vines 
At least 97 per cent of the vines must be 
buried or burned—burned is best if the plants 


were • a.Tected vlth any disease—and new 
plant* supplied. 
Being that you will use 


your own plants as mothers the work 1* 
et-sy. 
(You have seen these post-hole dig- 
gers with split handles. Well, I have a four- 
Inch one with which I take up any plant I 
wish to transplant. 
I have often used the 


common ones. 
Doth are extra good if kept 


perfectly sharp so an easy stroke will pene- 
trate deep enough to lift tue plant and it* 
dirt.) 


Strips are measured and outlined with lime 


and stakes. The strips to be saved are about 
six inches wide and generally In 'he center 
of the now matted row. The distance be- 
tween these six-Inch strips is about three 
feet. 
All weeds, vines, etc., in the three 


foot space is now cleaned on* and burned. 
This space is now treated to a heavy coat 
of manure; the soil and the manure thor- 
oughly mixed to a depth of one foot. Left 
for a while to give the weed seed a chance 
to germinate, it is then top dressed with 
a heavy coating from the compost pile start- 
ed last year. 


As I apply this very rich humus material 


I am careful to remove all coarse parts and 
allow none but fine matter to be mixed In 
the bed. This humus and the soil is again 
forked up and again allowed to settle. Now 
for the post-digger. But first I examine all 
the beds for good new plants. I find many 
of these 'A ell rooted where the mother plant 
ha/J been doing double duty. 
Any of these 


can be transplanted or left as fruiting plants. 


The one-year bed will furnish many good 
plants. The digger is used to make holes 
sixtee* inches apart along the center of the 
threevfoot *p%ce where the ground has been 
manured, supplied with humus, slightly salted 
ana sprinkled with sulphur. These holes are 
n ids in two rows so really the plants are 
about eight Inches apart. Plants are se- 
lected that have never fruited, but seem to 
be -well rooted. The digger with a alight 
stioke is settled round the plant which with 
its dirt is lifted and ultimately Is planted In 
one of the holes above referred to. 
All 


stolons from the six-inch strip are trained at 
rif,ht angles to fill the near center of the 
thiee-foot space. 
Late in the fall wood ashes are applied 


where possible and raked or forked in. The 
six-inch strip'of mother plants are now dug 
up and a strip two and one-half feet wide 
kit bare as a path. The matted row being 
fourteen inches wide and some of the plant* 
can be dug out in the spring If too near to- 
gether. My object now is to see that they 
stand at least within four inches of each 
other 
If not, fill in a plant. As strawberry 


plants form budr in the fall they will bear 
cultivating and being nursed with fork and 
liquid manure until frost. 
Just here the head gardener on this place. 


noticing what I am saying, suggests that 
most farmers will pay no attention to me as 
they will call It "puttering"—too much work. 
I have charged my beds with every minute 
used or expense In every form and they are 


the biggest net profit producing piece* of 
ground we have. So I tell the head gardener 
that we, for years, have never failed to have 
a crop, while la*t year and to a certain ex- 
tent this year, our neighbors have even come 
to us to buy berries to eat on the table. 
"Yes, that's true," he *ays, "but neverthe- 
less I think most farmer* will object to 
putting In so much work." Let them. Small 
gardeners and beginner* can see what we 
do anyhow. 


4. We now have the one-year bed. 
It 


bore Its first crop this year. It was stimu- 
lated by liquid manure and a topdressing of 
dry road dust mixed with dry hen manure. 
The foliage growth was large 
Fruit sterns 


were strong and held the berries off the 
ground. It was very easy to pick until to- 
wards the last, when weeds and runners 
bothered some. First. I mow It close to the 
ground. If located so I can, I burn the bed 
over as soon as dry. If so located that burn- 
ing the retuse on the beo is not best. I rake 
it oft and then burn it. The paths have been 
narrowed as the matted row widened. 
A 


sharp spade soon narrows the matted row to 
about twelve to fourteen Inches, while the 
path is dug up and planted to early po- 
tatoes. The matted row is hacked with a 
sharp hoe until 90 to 95 per cent of the plants 
are destroyed. 
This hoeing of the matted 


row being after the plants have begun to 
grow since the fire. 


While the hoeing is In progress • etnmg 


fertilizer with a sprinkling of salt «*g sul- 


phur 1* worked In after with a fork. OM 
foot is near enough for these mother plant* 
to stand. Even then, unles* you have the 
nerve to destroy, too many new plant* will 
be filled in. Have no mercy en any stolon 
that insists on running onto the ground jrorf 
have reserved for a path. If you have time 
and it doe* not leave too large • spaee it 
will often pay to lift the mother plant* Ju*t 
before frost time, though one or two crops 
will not be had from the same vine. Keepi 
all the ground well cultivated until troaen1 
up, working In dry dust and manure la equal 
parts as often as possible 
I never »aw a 


strawberry bed soil too rich yet. It can be 
made too loose by the application of coarse 
manure, etc., but not too rich in ocd mate- 
rials. By all means watch and see that all 
crowns of the plant are always left un- 
covered. 


6. Our newly set bed this spring must not 


be neglected. 
The strawberry plant I* ft 


wayward *hing. When you think you have 
It well trained and obedient it 1* trying to 
place a new plantlet just where you can not 
have it. What you want to do 1* to keep 
the soli stirred and clean: place the runners 
where you want them, cut off all disobedient 
runners, nip ihe ends of all runner* that 
have done your work and work in plant food. 
When you think >ou have worked In »uffl- 
cient fertilizing material, go to work In 
earnest and work in as much more. That 
is if yot- want berries next season. 
Never 


use coarse manure 


CHINESE METHODS OF FARMING 


THE farms are very small, seldom larger 


than the ordinary American field, and 


as the cheap labor Is as efficacious a* Con- 
ditions demand, the Individual need for la- 
bor-saving devices doea not exist. The pur- 
chasing power of the faimer Is very low 
and few of them could at present afford the 
Initial investment in Improved agricultural 
machines. 


A glance into any native farm yard and 


a survey of the crude, effective implements 
used therein will make it apparent that the 
owner's entire agricultural gear hat. not cost 
him more than $50, and for this his yard is 
•well equipped, as Chinese farm yards go 
Everything Is hand made and. except a few 
iron parts, usually manufactured on the 
premise*. 


I have seen thrashing frames constructed 


from naturally bent tree trunks, with cross 
pieces ot split bamboo, against which the 
rice ot&sves are beaten and the grain re- 
moved QHickly and thoroughly. I have seen 
and operated bullers. consisting of two disks, 
superimposed, made from small pieces of 
wood mortised 
into circular form, bound 


round with bamboo withes, the surfaces hav- 
ing a thin coating of mud to create greater 
'friction. This implement rests on the ground 
at an angle of less than 45 degrees and is 
turned b> one man by means of a curv eel 
wooden handle that works In an eccentric 
socket. 
The grain Is poured Into a small 


orifice In the upper wheel and being rolled 
between the surfaces of the disks the hull- 
is removed and the grain and chaff ejected 
from the opening between them, the angle at 
•which the huller is tilted insuring their de- 
part'ure at almost fixed points. 
When sufficient has accumulated it is 


placed In a sieve about three feet in diam- 
eter, constructed of bamboo and suspended 
from a tripod, of the same wood by ropes of 
like material in such manner that the slight- 
est effort caViSSO oscillation, which removes 
the chaft. I fea~y» observed an o-casional fan 
separator of Japanese manu ^cture, but these 
are rare 
When hulled the rice is stored in 
large, closely woven bamboo baskets, and if 
eent to market is packed in bamboo cariiers

jCouises uie to be given. These will mciu )e 
genual si i^nce. agricultural botany, agri- 
cultuial /oology, hoiticulture and forest v, 
landscape cjaidening and Iloriculturi, faim 
crops arid management, fertilisers, agricul- 
tuiai chemistri, agricultural phjsics. ruial 
law and e'-'-tj.jmics, etc.. dairying and poultiy. 
alao. 


We hivo two lath houses, one for geneial 


work, an- the other built recently by two ot 
our students lor the pui pose of taising citrus 
seedlings 
A 17x25 glass house has been re- 


cently completed and the students of the 
manual training department built a 
Soil 


laboratory, which connects the glass house 
and a large lath house. This f lass has spent 
a large portion of its time the past school 
year in doing work of this sort. They built 
the cloth house, put benches into the lath 
house, placed an old shed in good condition 
^o serve as tool repoaitoi y, temporarily, built 
[batten fences etc 
In fact, it is conceded 


'by visitors that we have hit on the right 
kind of co-operation to build up a strong 
institution. 


We believe In teaching to do by doing 


The horticulture class has planted about two 
acres to fruit trees of various sorts, and sev- 
eral varieties ot nuts and olives. A new 
nursery baa been established and contains 
cuttings of different varieties of grapes, figs, 
(common, Smyrna, capris, etc), mulberry, 
quince, roses, etc., seedlings of peach, plum, 
apricot, black walnut, cherry, apple, etc. The 
government has recognized our efforts by 
Intrusting to our care a number of newer 
Sorts of fruit and ornamental forms, and so 
has the state station at Whlttler. The work 
of Improving grounds, which wero almost 
bare • year ago, has been done oy the 
classes In agricultural lines of work 
In 


several Instances the whole school has turned 
out to hoe weeds, level grounds, etc. 


The school has a vineyard, newly set, with 


nearly fourteen varieties of grapes, and sev- 
eral each of raspberry, blackberry, currant, 
etc. We are this year passing through the 
palrts (?) of construction work, getting our 
bearings, and working out equipment, much 
of which la "made In Garden*," Several of 
our student* have launched upon schemrv of 


It will be observed that wood or its prod- 
ucts have been the only material employed, 
and the only expenditure throughout has 
doubtless been that for the labor necessarj 
to assemble the materials, fashion them, and 
put them together. Iron Is seldom used, ex- 
cept in the always evident, heavy, three- 
pi onged fork hoe, the tip of the wooden 
plowshare, the slckto that cut* the grain 
and occasional small tdolft. 


Machines for ratfJBff water for irrigating 


purposes are also constructed entirely of 
wood, long chain* of paddles running from 
the stream to a wooden shaft whose wooden 
cogs fit into others on a wooden wheel on 
shore. This wheel is turned by a water buf- 
falo, which, blindfolded to prevent dizziness, 
plods in slow circles, supplying the power that 
brings the needed current to the level of the 
fields This machine and the buffalo are the 
most Important possessions of the farmer in 
this locality; the latter has probably been 
bred on the premises and the former con- 
structed by the village machinist at small 
cost, so that little coin value is represented 


On farms too small for the buffalo and 


wheel I have seen two men with a scoop 
of closely woven bamboo, swung between 
them on a rope of the same material, keep a 
stream of water moving from one level to 
another for ten minutes at a time, resum- 
ing operations after a short rest of about 
five minutes It is said that these men raise 
not less than 1.500 gallons of water per hour 


Besides turning the Irrigator. the buf- 


fafn also turns the stone to grind rice Into 
r.our. pulls the plow and, if female, supplies 
milk to the family. 
This animal is both 


horse and cow to the local farm. 


There are no roads in this part of China,

ALFALFA FOR ILLINOIS 


A LFALFA la a crop suited to Illinois 
•**• conditions. There is not a county in 
the state but what may grow it success- 
fully. We know that this is true, for in 1909 
there were no less than 8,100 farmers, rep- 
resenting every county of the state but two. 
growing large or small areas. 
While this 


represent* every portion of the state, it fails 
to represent even i per cent of the total 
number of farms in the state. 


Are you on* of the 3,100 farmers of Illi- 


nois that ar« arrowing alfalfa? 
If you are 


not, then It is •asy to begin, and there nevei 
was a time better than now. 
Have you a small lot, or a triangular field, 


or an area that is not very productive when 
planted to corn, or sown to oats or wheat' 
These are the places where you can con- 
veniently and profitably begin your alfalfa 
growing. 


In Illinois alfalfa is best seeded in July 


or August, but before seeding the seed bed 
should be persistently 
worked, and thor- 


oughly prepaied. If the soil is acid or sour 
it should be sweetened through the applica- 
tion of air-slaked lime or finely ground lime- 
stone. 
If the field is well worn a liberal 


dressing of manure will act as an Insurance 
against probable failure. 
Disk the surface 


of the unplowed land, after dressing with 
manure, until a mulch of loose soil Is on 
the surface. 
Plow now to a depth of six 


inches or deeper, and Imnicd.aie i disk and 
harrow, roll and drag, until iou have a seed 
bed fit to sow onion seed In. Now apply your 
lime or limestone and again harrow. 
This 


should provide an envitonment for alfalfa 
seed which, with one addition, will not only 
supply the factors necessary for germina- 
tior>, but for rapid growth and development 
as well. 


The remaining requisite, at least on most 


soils of the state, is inoculating with the 
nitrogen gathering bacteria that use the 
alfalfa as a host plant 
This may be applied 


when the seed is being sown, if you use a 
drill for sowing, or it may be applied broad- 
cast either immediately before, or immedi- 
ately after the sowing. 
In either Instance 


when sowed broadcast it should be har- 
rowed In at once. To secure the inoculating 
bacteria, take the surface soil from an es- 
tablished alfalfa field or from under thiifty 
sweet clover plants and scatter this soil 
over the field, remembering, however 
to 


harrow Immediately alter sowing 
inocu- 


lating soil. 


In seeding alfalfa, sow either with a 


drill or broadcast, from fifteen to twenty 
pounds of seed per acre. 
If the seed is 


tested, and germinates strongly, a less quan- 
tity may be sown, especially when the diill 
Is used. Seeding should place the seed not 
over one and one-half inches below the sur- 
face of the ground, unless the soil and sea- 
son is very dry. 
After the alfalfa appears 


and covers the ground, the next anxiotv Is 
to tee that it is not choked out by ciab grass, 
foxtail, smart weed and other undtsli able 


growth. 
If these bother and grow faster 


than the alfalfa, go into the field with a 
mower and clip everything repeatedly. 
It 


sown during the midsummer, there is llttl* 
danger of these weeds Interfering serloiiFlv. 
Leave a good growth for protection through 
the winter Early in the spring you will be 
surprised and delighted with the early, rapid, 
vigorous growth made by this plant. 


If you have no alfalfa on your farm BOW 


some within the next two months; If you now 
have a small area, increase the acreage. 
Don't let anything prevent you from having 
some of this wonderfully recuperative, mar- 
velously productive forage, whose feeding 
value, ton for ton, la practically that ol 
wheat bran. 


BOYS AND BEANS 


I" AST spring the California Polytechnic 
•" school at San Luis Obispo organized a 
bean growing contest for boys of the neigh- 
boring sections. The contest was organized 
on lines similar to those of the now famous 
boy's corn-growing contests conducted by 
the schools of agriculture of the middle west. 
Since this was the initial contest organized 
by the school, a limited amount of territory 
only was included. 
Last April the school 


sent out to boys who agreed to the condi- 
tions of tne contest one-half pound each of 
three 
different 
varieties of beans—small 


whites, large whites and pinks. 


Under the rules of the contest the prep* 
aration of the ground, planting of the seed, 
cultivation and growing of the crop, har- 
vesting and cleaning, was all done by the 
boy himself. The Judging of the crops raised 
took place at the October District Agricul- 
tural Fair held at San Luis Obispo. Of the 
tw«aty boys who entered the contest. Willie 
W. Wood of Arroyo Grande was the cham- 
ptdBi Master Wood exhibited at the fair 
420 pounds of beans, which he had grown 
from one and one-half pound* of seed. 


SILO DON'TS 


1"V ON'T build a silo too large. Have It so 
•»-* 
you can take off at least two inches of 


ensilage a day, and when your herd In- 
creases build another. Two small silos have 
every aovantage over one large one. any. 
how. 


Don't neglect filling your silo when the 


corn is ready 
Just then It Is the moat im- 


portant job you have on your hands and you 
had better let any other faim work go than 
m gleet the silo. 


Don t feed your cows too much ensilage 


right at the start, until they become ac- 
customed to it. Eight or ten pounds may be 
enough to start with, and some may not 
want n at all. But they will all erperlenc* 
a "change of heart" after they have tasted 
it a few times.
